A Beautiful Race Between the Col- ; 


lege Freshman Crews. 
NEW LONDON, July 7.—The two miles 


freshman race between eight-oared crews 
from Harvard and Columbia colleges was 
rowed to-day and was won by Harvard in 11 
minutes 32 seconds. Columbia’s time 11 min- 
utes 37 seconds. The race was an exceedingly 
preity one,and hotly contested throughout. 
Harvard won the toss and chose the west side 
of the course. The crews were started by 
Trim ble, captain of the Harvard University 
crew, at 28 minutes . 
Harvard took the water slightly 
in advaance of Columbia, and both crews got 
away in good style at 38 strokes tothe minute.

Census of Manufacturing Industries—Gould 
and His Assistants Qualify—What 
Their Work Will Comprise. 


The St. Louis census has finally been com- 
pleted and the enumerators’avocation is gone. 
And yet, although the population of Chicago 
has been blazoned forth even by wards, and 
the census of all the large cities of the country 
is known, St. Louis is silent. No word comes 
from Supervisor Salomon; he maintains an 
able taciturnity on the subject. Clerk Mak- 
lot Thompson said to-day to a POST- 
DISPATCH reporter that he had not the 
vaguest idea of what the total population of 
St. Louis would be. There is evidently a re- 
markable reticence about all concerned to 
come out with the true figures. But St. Louis 
bas to come down to bed-rock, and delaying 
the publication of the returns only postpones 


the evil day, which must inevitably arrive. 
1 the officials assert they 
have no information yet to im- 
part, the PoOsT-DISPATCH is able 
to announce what the official return will be 
within afew thousand. The population of 
St. Louis for 1880 according to the United 
States official census 
WILL BE ONLY 340,000. 
This may be relied on as authentic and comes 
from excellent — The disappoint- 
ment of our citizens will be great indeed. 
From the feurth city inthe Union St. Louis 
falls two places to the rear and will have totake 
the sixth place. New York heads the list 
with 1.500, 000 against 942,292 in 1870, a gain 
of 557,708 ia the decade; Philadelphia, S+2,- 
000 against 674,022 in 1870, a gain of 167,978; 
Brooklyn, 560,000 against 396, 099, a gain of 
163,901; Chicago. 501,000, against 298,877, a 
gain of 202,023; Boston, 380,000 against 250, - 
526, a gain of 129,474, and St. Louis, 340,000 
against 310, 864. a gain of 29,136. Now, who 
is to blame for the present 
predicament St. Louis is placed in by the pres- 
ent count? Clearly not SupervisorjSalomon, for 
althoughitis evident that the enumeration 
has been conducted with gross negligence and 
inaccuracy, yet that would not cover the 
striking discrepancy between 1870 and 1880. 
When the Post-DISPATCH first gave vent to 
the general expression of public indignation 
against the census officials the returns had 
been forwarded to Washington and they 
showed the remarkable total of 
325,000. Since that time the letter-carriers 
have supplemented the work of the paid enu- 
merators. They reported 
25,000 NAMES 
as having been omitted by the census-takers. 
Special Agent Lauston, who was sent here 
from Washington to investigate the local cen- 
sus bureau, personally examined the letter- 
carriers’ lists. He reported from eighty to 
eighty-tive per cent of the 25,000 names as 
absent from the enumerators’ returns, and 
from 10 tol) per cent as having been taken. 
This was partly owing to the fact that as soon 
as the enumerators heard the letter-carriers 
were to take asupplementary census, they 
hastened to supply their omissions. Allowing 
forthe 15 per cent, the letter-carriers have 
reported 21,000, which, added tothe 325,000 
makes a total of 546,000. A revision of the 
list reduced this by about 5,000, so that the 
sum total of the population of St. Louis may 
be set down as 340,000. How is it that in spite 
of the numerous buildings Which 
have been erected, the evident growth 
and increase of the city during the last ten 
years, only such a small gain is made as 29,000” 
The air is filled with rumors, and the gener- 
ally accepted conclusion by the best informed 
on the subject is that the census of 1870 was 
doctored. it is claimed by those who have 
some knowledge of how the census was taken 
in 1870 that from 75,000 to 80,000 names were 
added to the real population in order to swell 
the grand total of 1870. Thus ever since that 
time St. Louis has been building on a false 
foundation.

. A Recount Demanded. 

Several of the members of the Citizens’ 
Committee of Fifteen have been aware for the 
past few days that the census would give St. 
Louis less than 350,000 inhabitants. In con- 
sequence of the numerous and grave errors 


discovered by the letter carriers 
while making the supplementary census, 
the committee is thoroughly convinced that 
gross and —— injustice has been done to 
the city by the incompetency of the Supervisor 
and his subordinates. Already a strong re- 
monstrance and petition have been forwarded 
to Washington to the Census Bureau, urging 
that an official recount be granted St. Louis; 
that Supervisor Salomon be removed 
and a trained and competent 
man appointed in his place. The 
committee is doing all in its power to have its 
petition granted and believes its reasons are 
sufficiently —— to induce the Government 
to consent. pecial Agent Lanston was 
thoroughly posted while here by the com- 
mittee, and it is expected their appeal will be 
backed by his opinion and influence. —

The Manufacturing Statistics. 

Mr. David B. Gould has been appointed 
Chief Special Agent to coliect the manufac- 
turing statistics of St. Louis. Herecommend- 
ed the following special agents to assist him 
in the work, viz.: J. II. Hawley, J. F. Cahill, 
Geo. L. Wright, M. V. Allen, L. D. Jones and 
W. T. Throckmorton. Yesterday the com- 
missions arrived and Chief Special Agent 
Gould and the six agents qualified by 
taking the oath before Judge Thayer. 


The city will be divided into sixteen dis- 
tricts and each agent will collect the informa- 
tion in one of them. The pay of the agent is 
$4 per diem, that of the chief agent $6. The 
work of collecting the statistics will probably 
be commenced on 1 Mr. Gould is 
awaiting instructions from Washington and, 
as soon as they are received, he will begin 
work at once. Sixty days is the time allowed 
5 the Census Superintendent for the work, 
although Mr. Gould things, perhaps, it 
may be finished im less time. Each agent 
will have one district and will visit all the 
industrial establishments therein. Of course 
the information gleaned will be kept secret, 
and only used in the compilation of the na- 
tional manufacturing statistics at Washing-

Circuit Attorney Normile stepped forward 


and stated that he would request that a luna-

He stated that Heuman had suffered a long 


time in prison because of the delays incident 


to bis trial. Heuman was indicted for mur- 
der in the first degree during the February 
term of the Criminal Court; he was arraigned 
in March and pleaded not gufity; on April 19 
he stated that he was ready for trial, but the 
case was continued because of Col. Normile’s 
desire not to try it at that time; 


and agam OR June 15 „another 
continuance was granted; onthe 20th he re- 
quested atrial but it was denied him, and 
the case was laid over until to-day. Mr. 
Merrick denied that the Circuit Attorney had 
the right to continue the ease indefinitely. He 
was ready for trial and demanded one. It was 
not in the power of the Prosecuting Attorney 
to say that the case shall be contin- 
ued again and again until the 
approach of the October term. Mr. Normile 
had said that he desired a commission to en- 
quire into Heuman’s present mental condi- 
tion, yet no one but Mr. Normile bad hinted 
that Heuman was now insane. Heu nan un- 
doubtedly was insane at the time of the com- 
mission of the homicide, but since then he 
bas been as sane as any one. 

Mr. Normile stated that Hev- 
man was probably epileptic, and 
if so should be committed to some asylum in 
order to prevent him from doing any other 
horrible deeds. His brother was eyen now a 
sufferer from epilepsy, and he had been told 
that the taint was in the entire family. 

Mr. Merrick replied that it was true Heu- 
man bad a drunken, besotted brother, perhaps 
an epileptic, who at this time was in 
court and in what bad become bis normal 
condition—a state of drunkenness. This man, 
John Heuman, was a worthless brute, who

List of the Applicants With Their 
Backinga—Mr. Bliss Reported as Hav- 
ing the Best Chance. 


The term of office of the present United 
States District AttOrney for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Missouri, Mr. W. H. Bliss, expires 
on July 18. Yesterday’s Post-DiIspatcu 
announced the fact that the Cabinet. atits 
session in Washington was considering the 
question of the appointment of a successor 


to Mr. Bliss. No decision, however, was ar- 
rived at. ‘The Cabinet meets again on 
Friday next. and it is probable the matter 
will be finally settled. The names of the as- 
pirants for the attorneyship are Mr. Bliss, 
tne -present incumbent, r. George H. 
Snielas, Mr. Ford Smith, Mr. D. D. Duncan, 
Mr. James C. Withrow. Mr. W. K. Walker, 
and Mr. James C. McGinnis. So far the 
chances are decidedly in favor of Mr. Bliss’ 
reappoittment. Mr. Bliss was met this morn- 
ing by a repor er, ub) asked him what bis 
chances were. “I really do not know, 
answered Mr. Bliss. 1 have not in any 
sense been an applicant for reappointment 
until a couple of days ago, when I wrote a 
letter to the President, stating that I desired 
to be considered a candidate for reappoint- 
ment. That is all I have done in the matter, 
except afew private letters tnat I believe 
have been sent endoraing me.“ 

Mr. George H. Shields was the late Chair- 
man gf the Republican State Committee. and 
is law partner of Senator Henderson. 
He is being backed by certain political persons 
and, of course, has the influence of Senator 
Henderson, and thus can counton the sup- 
port of Secretary Sherman.
